|f you're really having trouble cutting the tape or parafilm, there's 
another solution. Buy some very narrow, flexible imHM§ : tape. Pactra 
iisells some that comes as narrow as 1/16". It's easy to iay it down along a 
lljcurved line. If you use this to mask the canopy and then hand-brush the 
pamework_carefully_, the tape will probably be enough to stop any slips 
: and letyou get a smooth edge. 

(Of course, this works best for handbrushing, but for airbrushing I 
sometimes maskthe edges using flexible tape and then use wider stuff, tape 
or whatever, to cover the rest, overlapping the flexible tape slightly.) 

You may also be able to find a type of narrow flexible tape in electronics 
stores (the kind that sell parts & testing equipment - the tape is used to 
design printed circuit boards), or maybe in art or drafting supply stores. 
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Or, if you're willing to do a bit of work, cut your own. Lay a strip of 
i^||jni or drafting tape down on a clean sheet of|^|, and use a steel 
ruler and razer knife to cut a narrow strip from the edge.

The best material I have found for iMSlqtwi canopy frames is, by far, Bare 
Metal Foil. It conforms to any curve and is so thin that even the faintest 
frameworks will showthrough clear as day. I cut a piece, apply it to the 
canopy, then use a toothpick to burnish it down around the frame. Then use 
a very sharp blade (a scalpel is best) to cut around the framework.
